THE NINETEENTH SESSION OF. THE TOMBIGBEE BaAPTist Associa- 
TION Met at SALem Cuurkcn, AQUILLA, ITAWAMBA CouNTY, 
Miss., ON Saturpay, Oct. 18, 1902.
